ly from the Spring, in N:ſaz or Abib, fix moneths before. 
For indeed it was only the return and beginning ef the 
Civil year , which began in Tri. Thar at Niſaz was 
upon another and better account, whole original is to 
te fixed at the Vernal Equinox.

reth by Moſes his calling them back to their old cu.

ent order of the year; eſpecially conſidering that 
he himſelf doth more then in a manner affirm, how 
that the Hebrews reckoning from Autumne do but 
as the Egyptians did. For thus he telleth us in the 
firſt book of his Antiquities, at the fourth chapter, 
And thus I have done with this, 

The moneth next to Niſan was Piar, on the 
tenth day whereof the Jews kept a Faſt forthe 
death of Eli the Prieſt, and for the death of his 
ſons ; at which time alſo the Ark of God was ta- 
ken. And on the 28 day was another Faſt : for 
then died the Prophet Samuel, Planxitque omni! 
populus, and all the people wept. 

The next to 7iar was Sivan, on the ſixth day 
whereof was the day of Penticoſt , or firſt day0 
the Feaſt of weeks; on which the Law was g. 
ven upon mount Sinai, with thundring and ligbt- 
ning, and the ſound of a trumpet from heaven. 
This Feaſt was (as that of unleavened bread) 0 
ſeven days continuance, all ſpent in multitude o 
Sacrifices ; but the firſt and laſt more ſpeeially in 
keeping of holy Aſſemblies. Now the end of 
keeping this Feaſt , was firſt for a remembrante 0

ef Jeruſalem by Nebachadne2z,ar king of Babylon. 
ud on the 17 was another Faſt kept, by reaſon 
if of the multitude of calamities, which at ſeveral 
ines fell upon them on that day. 

The moneth Ab was next; on the ninth day 
whereof was a Faſt, becauſe then the enemie en- 
ted the Sanctuary, in the watch and courſe of o- 
oib; but the Temple was not burnt until the day 
iter, as we read in er. 52.12. 

The next to Ab was Elul: on the ſeventeenth 
lay whereof the Jews kept a Faſt, in which they 
alled to minde that evil report, which the (pies 
irought up of the land of Canaan , who there- 
on were not ſuffered to enter therein, but died in 
lie wilderneſs, they, and all elſe who came out of 
typt, except onely 7eſbua and Caleb. 

Tiſri was the moneth next after Elul. This 
= C 3 moneth 
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moneth was almoſt altogether Feſtival :- but the 
chief were, The Feaſt of Trumpets on the firſt 
day, the Expiation on the tenth day, and the Feaſt 
of Tabernacles, beginning alwaies on the 15 day, 
This moneth alſo gave. beginning to the year of 
Jubilee, which was proclaimed on the .tenth day. 
The nine firſt days the ſervants feaſted and made 
merry, and wore garlands in token of their liber- 
ty approaching , and on the tenth were delivered; 


which was (no doubt) an image of the liberty pur - 


chaſed for us by Chriſt, and of the reſtitution of 
an heritage to the ſons of God, loſtin Adam, 
but reſtored again by Jeſus Chriſt. The very Jews 
themſelves write of ſingular bleſſings for that year; 
for in the Jubilee (ſay tome of them, upon Levit, 
25.) God will be redemption, ranſome, and Sab- 
batiſme to Iſrael. The word Jubilee therefore may 
well come from Pubal, which in the Hebrew lignt- 
fieth a ſtream, or carrying; as which carrieth usto 
Con: in the 3 o year of whoſe age, the 30 Jubilee 
egan. 

But the chief Feaſt of this moneth was that of 
Tabernacles; for it was one of the three, which 
God commanded to be the principal Feaſts of the 
year, as we reed in Dent. 16. 16. The Feaſt of 
Unleavened bread was the firſt; the Feaſt of 
Weeks the ſecond; and this Feaſt of Tabernacles 
the third and laſt.” Their ends were partly for re- 
membrarce of things paſt , ard partly for Type 
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and Figures of things then to come, and to be fulfilled in 
ſome principal thing or other concerning Chriſt, Of the two 
Erſt there is no doubt. Now therefore of this third and 
laſt, The firſt end is plain, that it was a memorial of 
their long dwelling in Tabernacles while they were in the 
wildernels, as we read in Levit. 23 42. But of what thing con- 
cerning Chriſt to come, is not to expreſs or plain, as in the 
two — it : oneiy S. John ſeems to intimate; that as the 
paſs-over was a Type of his Paſſion, Pentecoſt a figure of 
ſending the Holy Ghoſt; ſo ſhould the Feaſt of Tabernacles 
bea Type of his Incarnation, when the Divine nature taber- 
nacled in our fleſh, & the word of God became Emmanuel, God 
with us. For the word (ſaith S. Fohn) was made fleſh, and ta- 
bernacled in us, John 1.14, We commonly read it and dwelt 
among us: but the origins] words are x; $oxiiony iv 
which trueſy tranſlated, ignifie; - aud tabernacled in us. In con- 
ſderat ion of which, this Feaſt of Tabernacles may well be 
yielded as a true intended type of cur Saviours Incarnation, 
when (as I (aid before) he became Emmanuel, God with us, 
and tabernacled in our fleſh: but yer ſo, as the time of his birth 
was not to be ſo preciſely in the end of their civil year among 
whom he was born,or when they had gathered in their fruits; 
in the end of a year which ſhould be more extenſive, and 
compeehend undec it more nations then one, even as the 
Church it (elf was to be extended much further then the nar- 
row confines cf Judeaand Jeruſalem. For be came among lus 
own, and his n received him nat: His Apoſtles alſo preach- 
ed firſt among the Jews, but they judged themſelves unworthy 
of eternal life z Behald therefore (ſay both Paul and Barna- 
bas) we turn to the Gentiles, Acts 13.46. 

But ler me not forger that Faſt which was oa the third day; 
it was the Faſt of Gedeliah, of which the Prophet ſpeaks in 
Zach, 8.19, 

The moneth next Tiſi was Marche ſhuan, at the firſt called, 
Bil; by reafon of the unconſtancie of the aire, and mueh 
ran which uſed to fall then. On the ſeventh day the | 
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kept a Faſt, in which they called to mind the Memory of 
that Hiſtory, which mentions the putting out of King ze. 
dechias eyes, and ſlaughter of his Children, when Nebuchad- 
nex ar tooke ꝓeruſalem. In this moneth alſo [on the 13 day] 
oboam (who made Iſrael to fin) appointed the ten Tribes to 
eep the Feaſt of Tabernacles, that thereby fixing upon: 
wrong time,he might the better take them off from the anci- 
ent cuſtomes oftheir fathers. See 1 King, 12. 26. 

The next to Marcheſhuan was Kiſleu, or (as ſome write it) 
Caſleu: on the 25 day whereof was the Feaſt of the Dedicati- 
on, inſtituted by Fudas Macchabeus in the 1483 year of the 
Nreciam, when he purged the Temple and Altar, and reftored 
the dayly Sacrifices, which by Axtiochus Epiphanes had been 
profaned and hindred. And on the 28 day was a Faſt, by 
reaſon of the Volumne burnt by Zehqakim. Moreover (ome 
ſay the Fews kept 2 Feaſt and day of rejoycing on the ſeventh 
of this moneth, becauſe Herod the great (who hated their 
Wiſemen) died then. 

The moneth next after this was Tebeth; on the tenth of 
which was a ſolemne Faſt of all the ewe, in which they cal- 
led to mind the beleiging of Feruſalem by the King of Babyler, 
who on the tenth day of the tenth moneth laid ſiege againl 
itz as we read in the 2 Ning. 25. 1, 

The next to Tebeth was Schebatz on the fifth day whereof 
was a Faſt for the death of thoſe Seniours who were next io 

the ſon of Nan. On the 23 day another Faſt, by rei- 
fon of the Iſraelites warring againſt the Benjamites, forthe 
death of the Levites (oucubine. 

The next, or laſt, was Adar: on the ſeventh day whereot 
they faſted for the death of Moſes; which neverthelels i80- 
therwiſe aid to be on the firſt day. For on the firſt day of 
the twelfth monerh (according to 7oſephus) Moſes died. Aud 
note, that if the year be Enbeliſmal, then there is another Mo- 
neth added, which they call Vader; that is to ſay, Antti 
Ada, and is the thirteenth moneth. ,

5 Nd firſt, J will begin with Baſil. This is an 
i herb hot in the ſecond degree, and ſomewhat motſt. 
buen Would not that this herb ſhonld be taken in⸗ 
/ Wl wardlp, becanſe it Hath a kind of fuperfluous motſture 
ſened with it; but being applied ontwardly, it is good 
uo digeſt, diſtribute, oz concoc. we in England ſeldome 
n never eat it: pet we greatly eſteem it, becauſe it 
inelleth ſweet , and (as ſome think) comfozteth the 


veak bzains are rather hurt then helped by it: Ind 
that which is ſtrange, J have read how that a certain 
Italian had a Scozpton bzed in his bzain, who after 
dehement and long pain died thereof; and it was at 
the firſt bzed there by the often ſmelling to this herb. 
Dur Baſil tg not fo hot, pet if it be chewed and latd in 
ke ſun, it engendꝛeth Wozms. In a woꝛd, the ſavour is 
lrong; and therefoze much ſmelled unto, it pzocureth 
the head. ach. 

Mint is of another nature, foz it io good againſt the 
biting of Scozptons: pea the verp ſinell of it ſtirreth 
ip the mind, and muſt therekoze be good fox ſtudents. 
It tates vomiting, ſtops the terms, helps ſoze headq 
in chitdzen , trengthens the ſtomach, and helps di⸗ 
geſtion. But let the geod huſwike never uſe to rnb her 
nilk-bowls with Mints, icſ} in fo doing the hinder her 
thecſe from curding. This herb 1s hot and dzy - the 
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third degreezand as Schola Salerni ſaith, is good againg 
Wozms. 

The worms that gnaw the ende and never ſtint, 

Are killed, purg'd, and driv'n away by Mint. 

Peniryall , oz Pudding- Tanz „is hot and dꝛie in the 
third degree. It is good againſt dzowſineſle, ik they 
that be ſubſect thereunto do but take the green hert 
and hold it under their tongue, and ever and anc 
change it foz the freſher. It is alſo good againſt Che 
ler and the Gont : Foz as Schola Salerni ſaith, 

Let them that unto choler much incline, 

Drink Peniryall ſteeped in their wine: 

And ſome athrm what they have found by triall, 

That Gouts great pain is eas'd by Peniryall. 

It is alfo good to ſtrengthen the brain; it breaks Win 
and helps the Uertigo. Vea, the very ſmell of it is ac: 
counted wholeſome. 

White Brionie is in all parts hot and die, exceeding 
the third degree. It is good to take awap Wwzinkle; 
freckles, ſunne⸗ burning, black marks, ſpots and ſcar 
of the face, if the jnice of it be tempered with the mea 
of Betches oz Tares, oz of Fenugreek. And as Ga 
affirmeth, is an excellent herb foz Tanners to thick 
their leather hides with. 

Willow-leaves are cold, dzp, and binding; they * 
fluxes and ſpitting of blond, The boughs ſtuck abe 
a Chamber, wonderfully cool the aire, and refreſh ſut 
as have feaverg. The leaves alſo applped to the head 
help away hot diſeaſes there and frenzieg. Mozeober 
note that Willow ts of a much like nature to Agnuth 
caſtus : it is therefoze a cuſtome ( at leaſt in ſpec, | 
that he Who is depꝛived of his Love, and cannot hav 
her, muſt rear a Willow-garland. 

Myrtle-berries are good againſt fluxcs. This is 
tender plant, got able to endutre any cold; and (as An 
thours affizm) wag wont to be worn garland *

Roman Captains, when they triumphed fo2 a vi⸗ 
wp got without laughter of men. Plinie faith, that 
ine Pepper was found out, the Myrtle-berries were 
din the ſtead thereof, | 
WM Houlleck, oz Semper vivens, is alwapes green, both in 


Wainmer and winter. The jutce hereof taketh away 
Weng better then any thing that can be eaſily gotten, 
t waſh and bathe them well with the juice, and 
lap on them ſome of the gkinnes of the Houſleel, 
pou will find great eafe. 
Arſmart , oz Water-pepper groweth almoſt in every 
erich plaſh,oz near unto the bztms of rivers, ditches, 
running --bzooks. It is of an hot and dzie tem= 
. The leaves of thts herb rubbed upon a tired Jades 
k aſſoon as he beginns to tire, and a good handfutl 
two laid under his ſaddle, doth wonder kully rcfreſh 
hozſe , and canſeth him to travell much the better. 
Water-creiſes are of nature hot and dꝛie. They help 
dens of the Gzeen⸗ũckneſle, and ſend their wonted 
colour again into their faces. Uſe them thus: 
and boyl them in the bzoth of fleſh,+ let the bꝛoth be 
t foz a moneth together at mozning,noon, æ night. 
The Woodbind oz Honyſuckle ts well known: of 
th ſome Ww2ite that the juice of the leaves dꝛunk of 
tan by the fpace of 37 dapes together, will make 
that he ſhall never beget any moze chiſdzen. 
The Walnut-tree ts Well known 2 it delfghteth 
th to arow upon mountains and in dzp places, The 
that it beareth be hot and dzp in the ſecond de⸗ 
after thep be Withercd , but not when new gaz 
ted. Ik the pilleg'be taken off, they are thought to 
od fox the ſtomach, and ſomewhat looſing to the 
ly; and mired with ſugar do nouriſh temperatelp. 
Ry be alſo good agatnſt popſon, and were ufed by 
ncht idates ag a ſpeciatt antdotre: The cempo⸗ 
im whercof was two dzie Walnuts, twentp — 
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of Rue, and two Figgs, and one grain of Salt. Thig 
medicine he uſed everp mozning with a little 

and thereby ſo atcuſtomed his body unto it, that when 
he thonght to have diſpatched himſelf With poyſan, 
raher then fall into the power of the Romaneg, hy 
could not do it. And note, that the diſtilled water ofthe 
green outward husks ( if they be diſtilled befoze they 
be rotten ) is excellent good again} the Peltilence, 

Rue is hot and dzie in the third degree, and 1 
alſo a great enemp to poyſon : and from thence a: 
riſeth that antipathy, Which is between the Toad 
and this herb. Plinie Wziteth that there is ſuch 
friendſhip bet ween tt and the Fig-tree, that it pꝛoſper⸗ 
eth no where ſo well as under that tree. And note that 
it is exceeding good in times of infection, [et it beta: 
ken any wap. Beide, as Schola Salerni ſaith; 

Rue is a noble herb, to give it right: 

For, chew it faſting, it will purge the ſight. 
One quality — yet blame I muſt : 

It makes min chaſte, and women fils with luſt, 

Dill ts hot and dzie well neare to the ſecond 
gree. The decoction of the dried tops, together wit 
the ſeed dzunk, pꝛovoketh urine , allapeth griping 
hickets, vomiting , and Wwindineſs , allwageth fie 
lings, engendzeth milk (ltke Sow-thiſtle) in womens 
b:caſts. The green herb pꝛocureth ſecure and aum 

ſleep: and from hence it was that garlands made o 
this herb were woꝛn at riotons feaſts , that there 
thoſe champions of Bacchus might both fleep ſoundly 
and without danger. mM 

* Feverfew is alſo hot and dzie; and if bound to tif 


wzelſts in time, it helps to dzive away an ozdinun 
dz common Agne. Is alſo god (if it be dzted and wide: 
tato powder) againſt the Vertigo, Which is a (win 
ming oz turning in'the head: if about two dani 
of it be taken With hony oz ſweet wine. 
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Angelica is hot and dzte in the third degree. It (& 
n enemy to poyſons, and cureth peſtilent diſcaſes, if 
ned in time: pea, the verp root chewed in the mouth 
(s good againſt infection ; oz if powdzed, a dzam at a 
time Will ſerve. 

Dragon is much like to Angelica in operation, if the 
diſtilled water be dzunk : onelp obſerve that the ſmcll 
of Dragon-flowers are hurtfull to women newly con⸗ 
ceived, But Sowbread is worſe (in this) by far: 
Du Bartas therefoze ſaith; 

If oyer it a child-great woman ſtride, 
Inſtant abortion often doth betide. 

Leeks are not: good fox hot and cholerick bodies; be⸗ 
cauſe if they be eaten often , they ingender naughty 
ond, hurt the head, dull the üght, and make one to 
be tronbled and affrighted with terrible dꝛeums. The 
like may be ſaid of Onions: they ſhould not there⸗ 
ine be eaten raw. And pet the water of the diſtilicd 
roots, being done in June, and dzunk often by wo⸗ 
nen that are barren, helpeth them. The ſame wa⸗ 
ter helpeth the bleeding at the noſe , it a little cotten 
dipped therein be put into the noſtrils, Ilſo, bzniſe an 
Onion, and put thereto a little ſait and hony, and pou 
will find it an excellent medie ine to deſtrop warts. 

Sleep not pꝛeſently after the eating of Radiſh , fog 
at will canſe a ſtinking breath. 

N is ſatd that the Indian women take no Tobacco, 
Wicanſe they think it too ſtrong koz the conſtitution of 
aer bodies: e pet ſome women of England uſe it often, 

v well ag men. And queſtienleſſe , thoſe natives a= 
eng whom it groweth map take moze at once then 

one of us. This herb was firft bzonght into 
aland by Sir Francis Drake his mariners , in the 

fare of our Lord 1585. which was thee pears be⸗ 

Nie Tilbury-camp. So that it is now 75 pears fince 
ot degan to be in ute among us, p 
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_* Yarrow is an herb meanly cold in temper : the greet 
leaves chewed in the month are god againſt the tooths 


ach; ozputinto the noſe do make it vieed, and ig « 
remedie againſt that pain in the head which Phylit- 
ons call the Megrim. Plinie ſaith that Achilles ( the 
diſciple of Chiron) firſt kound ont this herb, am 
with it cured his wounds. It is mozeover good to ſtop 
Lasks and the Terms in women, and to help the run⸗ 
ning ok the Veins, 

Plantine is cold and dzie, and as wholelome an herb 
as can grow about an houſe : fo2 the deconton of it 
p2evails mightily againſt tozmenting pains and exco- 
rtations of the guts, bloudp fluxes, itftops the terms, 
and ſpitting of bloud, Phtificks; oz conſumptiong of 
the Kungs; the running of the Reins, and the whit 
tn women, pains in the head and krenzieg. OntWward: 
ip taken it clears the fight, takes away ſnflammat(- 
ons, ſcabs , itch, the ſhingles , and is good agalal 
all ſpzcading ſozes. 

Peach-leaves are ſaid to be a gentle, pet a complete 
vurger of Tholcr, and diſeaſes coming from thenet, 
flit foz chiidzen becauſe of their gentleneſſe. You may 
boyl them in white wine, a handful is enough at a tim, 

Groundſell is alſo good foz the ſame purpoſe, um 
held to be a very harmleſſe purge, The uſuall way if 
to boyl it in water with Turrance, and ſo eat it, 

Cheſnuts be Hot and d2ie in the firſt degree, and an 
of an aſtringent oz binding nature. The trees i 
which they grow be in ſome gardens in England, but 
in Kent they grow abzoad in the flelds verp plention⸗ 
lp. This tree deltghteth in ſhadowtc places and moun⸗ 
tains Whol: ſcituation is toward the Nozth. The nuts 
that: grow on it are ripe about the end ok Septembet, 
and do laſt all winter. Some ule to make an Elec 
rp _ the meal of Ch-:nu:s and Hoy, very good 
gainſt the Tough 5 ens blond. 
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"I Haſil- nuts be alſo hot and dzie in the firſt degree 
ho/ bard of digeſtion, fill the ſtomach and belly with wind, 
a i encline one to vomit , and (as experience pꝛoveth) 
+- ſtuffe the bzeaſt full of flegme, and canſe a Congh; 
he eſpectally after they be dzte, foz the dꝛie are woꝛſe th en 
nd I the new and moiſt, moze oylte, turn ſcon to Tholer, a nd 
oh engender headsach: but eaten with good rapſons of 
the Hunne, their ill pzoperty is a little qualifled, Fil- 
berts are of a much like nature, ſaving that they are 
moe pleaſant in eating, longer in fozm , thinner in 
hell ,and ſooner ripe. BoWwbeſt a man map make a 
good medicine of Mut⸗ chells foz a lask; namely thus, 
Take unt-ſhells and beat them into powder, of which 
put two dzammes into red-Wwine and dzink it. Home 
hold that if Haſill-nutſhels be burnt to aſhes, and laid 
to the hinder part of the head of a child having grep 
eyes, they will cauſe thoſe eyes to become black. 
Almonds be hot and moiſt in the firſt degree. Thep 
do extenuate and clenſe without binding: wherekoze 
tf WM they purge the Bꝛeaſt and Lungs, and be good to be 
tt; eaten with Figs, of ſach as be ſhozt-winded, 
57 Horchound is hot in the ſecond degree, and d2te in 
. the third. The ſprupe of this herb doth wonderfully 
end above credit eaſe ſuch as have lien ſick very long 
et a Congh oz conſumption of the Lungs. Saffron doth 
the like, bzinging bzeath again, when one is even at 
deaths dooze, tf ten oz twenty grains at the moſt be 
given in new oz ſwect wine. But take heed J ſap of 
too much Saftron at once, leſt in chearing the heart pon 
odercome it. f 
Baum oz Balm is hot and dzie in the ſecond degree, 
and good to be either eaten oz ſmellcd unto by them 
who are ſubject to the Mother. Bees take great delight 
in this herb, and flic not away from ſuch hives as be 
either rubbed with the lcaves, oz anointed with the 
luice hereof, But plant no Box-tree near pour Toes

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Foz the honey that is gathered from thence Will hade 4-- 
Kind of bitterneſs in it. 5 

Sage is an herb of fingular properties: J cannot 
name them all. The Latine and Engliſh names ſpeak 
greatlp foz the commendation of it. Foz Salvia takeg 
the name of Safety ; and Sage is a name of wiſdome, 

Sith then the name betokens Wile and Saving, 

We count it natures friend, and worth the having. 
Some call it the Holy herb, decauſe women with 
child, if they be uke to come befoze their time, and are 
tr onbled with aboztments, do eat thereof to their great 
good: foz it maketh them fruſtfull,retaineth the birth, 
and giveth life unto it. This pꝛopertp ok fertilitie 
cauſed, that in times paſt the people of Egypt, after a 
great moztality and peſtilence, conſtreined their w0- 
men to dztnk the juice thereof, to cauſe them the ſoner 
to concetve, and to ding fozth good ſtoze of childzen, 
In a Word;
